Millions Panicked By Strong Tremors

Major Italian cities did not 
suffer heavy damage or casual- 
ties. 


National police headquarters 


in Rome said 187 bodies hid 
been recovered in ID towns, but 
several villages nestled in the 
foothills of the Alps were still 
cut off. 


A police spokesman said most 


of the damage was in towns and 
villages along Both sides of the 
Tagliamento, which flows from 
the eastern Alps into the Adria: 
tic some 40 miles northeast of 
Venice. 


Two more tremors struck the 


area this morning, but there 
were no reports of casualties'or 
dan'iiigc. 
. 


A few chimneys were knocked 


down in Venice and thousands 
rushed to the Piazza San Marco 
and other open spaces seeking 
safety, but no; casualties or 
major damage was reported 
there or in other major cities. 


The worst casualty loll was 


reported In Malano, a town of 
1,900 about four miles from the 
river and II miles from the dis- 
trict capital of Udlne, where of- 
ficials set up a command 
center. 


Police said a series of sharp 


tremors killed 58, injured MO 
and destroyed half the homes in 
Malano. The town's mayor said 
the dead included a young girl 
crushed when a Renaissance 
bell tower fell. 


The U.S. Air Force sent six 


helicopters with 10 medical of- 
ficers, stretchers and other 
supplies from the air base at 
Vtecnza to the quake area. 


Italian army trucks carried 


troops into the area to begin 
digging 'through the rubble.

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Benton Harbor Crime Reported Down 5.9% In 1975 


Benton Harbor's heavy crime rate was brought down 5.9 per 
cent overall in 1975, according to the annual report of Police Chief 
Andrew Rode/. 


But the most serious types of crim e, involving use of force 
against person and property, showed a 1.2 per cent increase last 
year. In 1974. serious crimes had risen 111 per cent. 


All other reported types of offenses dropped 15.5 per cent in 1975. 
Rodez’ re|K»rt showed. 


The report showed that in the past five years reported offenses 
dropped from 7,042 in 1971 to 8,27(1 in 1975 with a decrease every 
year except 1974. 


In the seven classifications for serious crimes, decreases were 
reported in four. A ma jor reduction in burglary was offset by a big 
increase in other types of larceny. 


Comparative statistics for cities the si/e of Benton Harbor are 


not available because the FBI's comprehensive crime report is not 
scheduled for release until alHiitt September On the basis of the 
1974 figures, however. Benton Harbor had the highest crime rate 
among all cities in Michigan in the 10,000 to 25.IMMI population 
range. 


Rodez reported: "The year 1975 finds the department true to its 
goal to reduce crime." BiU he warned that this year’s report could 
Ik- vastly different because "we have lost a lot of troops.” 


The department ended 1975 with 47 sworn officers and 18 civ ilian 
employes. On July 1. it will have 27 sworn officers and six civilian 
employes because of city budget cutbacks and loss of federally- 
funded positions. 


"This means we’ll be concentrating on street crimes like armed 
robberies, purse snatchings and assaults. We’re going to have to 
rely on the community to prevent crime in the neighborhoods,” 


Rode/ said. 


He noted this already is done through block clubs and the police 
department’s crime prevention program which he credited for 
reducing burglaries. 


Rodez’ report listed 3.799 crim es in the serious or Part I 
category. Following are the 1975 totals, with 1974 figures in 
parenthesis 


Murder 2 (8); rajn- 22 (21); robbery 129 (138); felonious assault 
134 (153) simple assault 786 (742); burglary 807 (1.106); larceny 
1.814 (1,485); auto theft 75 (94). 


Rodez reported the clearance rates-for serious crimes was 11.7 
per cent, same as 1974. and for all crimes dropp'd from 15.2 to 15 
per cent. 


The 2,471 offenses recorded under Part II include narcotics 
violations, vandalism, fraud and forgery, receiving and concealing 


stolen pro|>erty. various driving violations, drunkenness which led 
to the the most arrests (428). disorderly conduct and other mis­ 
demeanors

stolen in the city and $76.379 recovered.

Crackdown 


DETROIT (AP) -*The United 
Auto Workers union says it is 
pleased the Treasury De*part- 
ment 
has 
verified 
union 
charges that some foreign car 
makers have been selling e ars 
in the United State's at 
il­ 
legally low prices. 


The UAW had charged last 
July that several im porters 
were guilty of "dum ping" — 
selling cars in this country at 
lower prices than in their home 
countries. The union said the 
unfair competitive practice cost 
thousands of U.S. auto workers 
their jobs. 


The Treasury Department an­ 
nounced this week it had found 
widespread "dumping" by 24 of 
28 importers since it began an 
investigation last August. 


But it said only eight makers 


— including Volkswagen of 
We'st Germany and Fiat of Italy 
— currently are in violation of 
the Antidumping Act of 1921. 
The department ordered them 
to either raise U.S. prices or 
lower home prices. The names 
of the other six in violation were 
not disclosed. 


The Treasury said sim ilar 
price adjustm ents were not 
demanded of the othe'r 16 im ­ 
porters, 
in 
part 
because 
devaluations 
of 
foreign 
currency relative to the dollar 
had closed the gap between U.S. 
and home prices since the 
dumping charges first were 
alk'gcd.

Forecasting Wheat Crop 
Is A Serious Business 


Precisely at 3 p.m. on May 10, the 


Agriculture Department will'release 
this month's crop production report. A 
score, or more of reporters will ins- 
tantly telephone the results to waiting 
news desks. In the hallway outside the 
department's press room, a hundred 
or so representatives of commodity 
houses and foreign embassies will 
snatch eagerly at copies being handed 
out. 
" - Crop production reports are 
com- 


piled monthly by the Agriculture 
Department's Statistical Reporting 
Service. The May report will cover a 
dozen commodities, ranging from al- 
monds to taro. But it will command 
special attention because it will con- 
tain the first, full nationwide assess- 


ment of the 1978 winter wheat crop. 
. Depending on what the report shows, 


• wheat prices on the Chicago Board of 
•Trade, the nation's principal grain ' 


1 exchange, will rise or fall at the open- 


• ing gong the following day. For the 
United States grows more than half the 
wheat sold on the world market, and 
winter wheat, sown in the fall and 
harvested beginning in the late spring, 
accounts for three-quarters of the.U.S. 
production. 
, 


.Grain traders and foreign govern- 


;: merits will stady the report to see what 
• effect the current midwestern drought 


is likely to have on the U.S. harvest. 
.Some areas of .the semi-arid Great 
..Plains have received less than an inch 
of rainfall since mid-August of last 
•year. As the drought.has intensified, 
farmers have plowed under thousands 
of acres of withered wheat. 


The Statistical Reporting Service 


compiles its crop forecasts under 
security conditions that rival those of 
the Central Intelligence Agency. The 
basic information is collected from 


mail surveys and on-the-spot inspec- 
tions of farm conditions. The state-by- 
state data are sent to Washington and 
locked in a steel box until the day the 
report is to be prepared. 
" 


On a crop report day, a block-long 


corridor in the sprawling Agriculture 
Department building is sealed off 
Windows are locked, shades are drawn 
and taped shut, telephones are cut off 
Double doors at either end of the 
corridor are locked and watched over 
by uniformed guards. No one enters or 
leaves the corridor without a special 
pass and, once inside, no one can leave 
until the crop report has been printed 
and released. 


The Crop Reporting Board begins 


examining the state summaries at 5 
a.m. These are worked into national 
production forecasts (or, in the case of 
grains already harvested, national es 
timales) during a 10-hour work period 
The press and others receive the 
report at 3 p.m., after the majority 
commodity exchanges have closed for 
the day. 


While the security measures seem 


elaborate, they are absolutely neces- 
sary, A premature leak of information 
could mean millions of dollars to a 
commodity speculator: The informa- 
tion in the report also influences the 
grain purchasing plans of dozens of 
foreign governments and, by implica- 
tion, the nutritional prospects of 
millions of people. 


The midwestern drought has made 


this a nervous year for the commodity 
trade? What is not certain is bow Idng 
the dry spell will last. The specter of 
the Dust Bowl of the 1930s haunts 
everyone. If rain does not come, food, 
prices will rise for American con- 
sumers, and in the hungry world, 
millions may starve.

A 40-acre sewage lagoon containing 


wastes from 6,000 households was ef- 
fectively cleaned simply by planting 
hyacinths. In a smaller experiment, 
the plant was found capable of clean- 
ing water on seven-tenths of an acre 
which was the repository of a sewage 
flow of up to 900,000 gallons a day. 


So effectively did the hyacinths con- 


sume the wastes that the plant mul- 
tiplied to the point of becoming a bur- 
den. Then it was discovered that the 
plant, dried and ground, could be 
made into a cattle feed rich in protein 
and minerals. 


Those plants which have teen used 


to clean chemical wastes from water 
cannot be used for feed, but in labora- 
tories they have been found to be an 
excellent source of methane gas. It is 
calculated that an acre of water 
hyacinths could produce two million 
cubic feet of gas, 
with the plant 


residue from thai same acre produc- 
ing half a ton of fertilizer a day. 


Not a bad start for a plant which 


until recently was considered little 
more than a nuisance.

These warm days tend to 
bring out the spring cleaning 
“ urge” in many persons — 
although some of us seem to 
manage to resist it! 


One by one, however, we 
■Mjally succumb and begin to 
tackle the whole house, apart­ 
ment, garage or perhaps that 
catch-all drawer or closet. 
'Diere’s another place, too, that 
shouldn’t be overlooked — the 
food 
storage 
area, 
says

We nwy clean the refrigerator 
and scrub the kitchen cabinets, 
but then what? Food in the 
refrigerator 
may 
get 
suf­ 
ficiently recycled or tossed out 
after the cleaning, but it’s a 
different story for the cabinets. 
Those 
canned 
goods 
that 
previously were shoved to the 
back are Ukely to go right to the 
rear again, to be forgotten once 
more. 
Although 
unopened 
canned foods do last much 
kmger than the “ perishables,” 
they too have a limit on storage 
time before they are no longer 
desirable or even edible. 


The “oldies" of your canned 
goods may stii! l>e safe to eat 
after a year or even two, but 
their color, flavor, texture an­ 
d/or nutritive value may have 
deteriorated. If you have any 
bulging 
or 
leaking 
cans, 
THROW THEM AWAY! These 
are definitely spoiled and are 
NOT safe to eat. 
If any of the cans are dented 
or rusty, check for leakage. The 
rust may have penetrated the 
can. causing a leakage of air 
into the food. In the case of 
dented cans, check to see if the 
dent goes through the side seam

or rim seams at the top or bot­ 
tom of the can. These are the 
places where leakage is most 
likely to (K-cur. All leaky cans 
must also b<‘ throwii away.

than those .\ew Year’s ones). 
Res(»lve to use those older 
prfKiucts S(K)n and learn to ro­ 
tate foods, rather than leaving 
some consistently at the back of 
the shelves.

or rusty, check for leakage. The 
rust may have pcnelralcd the 
can, causing 'a leakage of air 
inlo the food.

or rim seams at the top or bol- 
tonrof the can. These are Ihe 
places where leakage is mosl 
likely lo occur. All leaky cans 
must also Ire thrown away.

cabinets, make a spring resolu- 
tion (and try lo keep It.better 
than those New Year's ones).

Re-evalualc your slorage sc- 


lup, since summer wilh ils 
warm'lemperalures will soon be 
coming. The shelf life,will be 
shorter when canned goods are 
stored al temperatures above 70 
degrees. Store canned foods in a 
dry place, if possible, .that's 
moderately cool, but nol freez- 
ing. 
(A slight breakdown of 


lexlure may rcsull from freez- 
ing some canned food, otherwise 
a single free/ing and thawing 
does nol affect them adversely.) 
Try nol lo keep canned foods 
over one year. Canned fruit 


juices should be used al least 
within nine months. 


If you h^ye a large home 


freezer, give it some attention 
now, too. Textures and flavors 
begin to deteriorate" for foods 
here, loo, if you don't make a 
practice of rotating foods and 
using them. All too often we find 
Ihe freezer still chocked full of 
lasl year's fresh produce we've 
been "saving,!' and suddenly 
il's the next fresh season upon 
usl Wine and fruitcake may 
improve with age, but most 
foods fit In the sooner-thc-bctter 
category, so enjoy them sooner.

V(X‘al cords are two 
strands of muscular tissue, 
about an inch long. They lie in 
the larynx, or the “voice Ixix.” 
The

cords

together during sjx*ech. They 
separate 
while 
breathing. 
Anything that interfers with the 
vocal cords coining togeth(>r in 
tight contact during \il/ration 
causes hoarseness. 
Temporary swelling after an 
upper respiratory 
infection, 
nodules, polyps and tumors can 
produce hoarsen(*ss. 
Vocal abuse and excessive 
smoking can also produc-e hoar­ 
seness. 
Since there are so many other 
reasons for hoarseness it is 
unrealistic for pt>ople to assume 
that their condition is dangerous 
or cancvrous. 
Examination of the larynx is a 
very simple proci*dure. It is 
done rapidly and can immedia- 


tely eliminate the fears as­ 
sociated with hoarseness. 
Anyone with prolonged hoar­ 
seness should have the cause 
investigated. Only in this way 
can the early detection of all 
disease bt> possible.

Porter Asks Kelley Ruling 


On Integration Authority 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) - The 
state Board of Education is 
asking Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley 
whether it can issue binding 
rules for racial integration of 
students and staff in Michigan 
schools. 


In a letter Thursday, state 
school Superintendent John \V 
Porter asked Kelley for a for­ 
mal legal opinion on whether 
the board is either required or 
authorized by law to adopt 


racial balance regulations “ that 
include sanctions against local 
school 
districs 
for 
non- 
compliance. such as termina­ 
tion 
of 
state 
school 
aid 
payments.” 


Porter later said the board 
“ at this point in time is not 
incined to issue regulations 
telling schools how many white 
and minority students they 
must have. 


But he said the board Wed­ 
nesday indicated it wanted to 
pursue possibly issuing non­ 
binding guidelines on schools’ 
proper racial mix. 


“ Criticisms have come up 
repeatedly that we have been 
derelict for not issuing binding 
rules,” forcing courts to issue 
desegregation orders instead. 
Porter said. “ Does the board 
have the authority to do it, or 
don't they? Is the criticism 
we're getting ill-founded, or is 
it valid? 


“ If it’s found to be valid, they 


(board members) will have to 
face up to the fact that they 
have a responsibility to do it but 
maybe don’t want to,” he said. 
“ But if it proves to be ill- 
founded. maybe the critics 
ought to go elsewhere and cri­ 
ticize.” 


He said criticism over the 
lack of binding statewide rules 
has come from the National 
Association 
for 
the 
Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People, 
the state Civil Rights Commis­ 
sion, 
advocates 
of 
school 
desegregation, and “ from quite 
a heated debate within the staff 
of the Department of Educa­ 
tion” that Porter heads.

Cross-Burnings Flare Near L.A.

LOS ANGELES (A P) - It 
was 1:35 a.m. when the sound of 
running footsteps awakened 
\lelva Wright to an orange glow 
at the window. A cross was 
burning on her lawn.

A company spokesman said 
the St. IiOuis, Mich., firm will 
not respond until it sees the 
charge in writing. He said the 
company stopp'd producing the 
chemical about three years ago.

CHICAGO (AP) — U.S. Catholic bishops say they will pursue 
"every appropriate constitutional possibility" of public aid to 
Catholic and other non-public school pupils. At the conclusion of 
a three-day conference here Thursday, the bishops adopted a 
statement urging that “ the entire nation realistically ack­ 
nowledge the contributions which Catholic and other non-public 
schools make to the total educational enterprise in our coun­ 
try "although Congress and several state legislatures...have 
expressed such recognition in recent years by enacting 
programs to assist the education of non-public school children. 


it is a deplorable fact that courts have often overturned this 
legislation for reasons we and others consider tenuous and at 
times offensive." the statement said. The statement also set up 
a committee of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops to 
revuAv Catholic education of those "who have suffered economic 
deprivation or experience discrimination because of racial, 
cultural or linguistic differences." 


The NCCB approved the statement by a vote of 153-33 with 


three abstentions. 


In criticizing court rulings that various forms of parochial 
school aid are unconstitutional, the bishops said such decisions

In the past, all CCC loans on a 
given crop matured on the same 
date, he said Beginning with 
1975 crops, a new policy was 
begun setting separate maturity 
dates for each loan at the last 
day of the eleventh month after 
disbursement. 


This policy, he pointed out. 
gives farmers more time to seek 
the best market price possible 
lor crops under government 
loan The CCC loans money to 
farmers so that they can hold 
grain in storage until prices are 
more favorable. The grain in 
storage is the collateral.

Flamm s company is running 


10.000 10-lb. jumbled packs and 
110.000 10-lb. pyramid packs, he 
said. Although the preference 
panel showed a liking for the 
jumbled pack, chain buyers are 
used to pyramid packs, he said, 
because that package is used by 
California shippers. 


As far as Flamm knows, he is 
the only one making 10-lb. car­ 
tons. The corrugated board, wax 
saturated packages are being 
sold mostly to Michigan packing 
houses, 
Flamm said. 
He's 
willing to make more packages, 
if demand is good. 


The cartons were designed 
for. and marked for. Michiga 


hand-snapped

paragus, Flamm said. Michigan 
needs a standard container if 
fresh markets are to Ik- opened, 
said Flamm. 


Mrs. Beckman said that low 
processor prices last year led 
growers to the fresh market, 
and once gras hit the shelves 
shoppers couldn't get enough of 
it. The potential market for 
fresh asparagus is “almost im­ 
possible to estimate," said Mrs. 
Beckman. 


Much of the gras sold fresh 
last year was marketed in one 
pound containers, she said. 
Consumers favored a larger 
package. 


Michigan can easily keep up 
with California, her biggest 
competitor on the fresh market, 
for a numl)er of reasons. 


Mrs. 
Beckman 
said 
that 
California growers can't supply 
asparagus that is less than two 
or three days old. Shipping costs 
about three cents a pound from 
the Western state, she said. And 
California asparagus has nearly 
50 |ht cent tough, white butt, 
due to the fact that harvesters 
there cut the gras at or below 
ground level. Michigan has. for 
decades, snapped ‘gras, taking 
just the prime part of the spear. 


Van Buren And Ottawa 
Top Blueberry Counties 


Van Buren and Ottawa counties were the top blueberry produc­ 
ing counties in the state last year, accounting for H7 per cent of 
Michigan’s nation-leading harvest of 32.1 million pounds. 


According to the Michigan Crop Reporting Service, almost 
two-thirds (20 8 million pounds) of the crop was sold for process- 
inu. The remaining 11.3 million pounds were sold for fresh 
market, including those blueberries from U-Pick farms and 
roadside stands. 


There are 580 blueberry farms in Michigan, the service stated. 
The 1975 harvest was produced on about 8,500 acres of bearing age 
bushes. Another 1.200 acres of bushes of non-bearing age brings 
Michigan blueberry acreage to 9.700.

Drinking Water.'” 


All water outlets containing 
non-potable water shall

market “Unsafe for Drinking or 
Handwashing,” the proposed 
rule says. Each outlet on an 
irrigation system carrying non- 
potable doesn't have to be 
marked, but signs reading

Gift To District 
Galien SCD Renting No-Till Hay Planter 


The Ortho Chemical Co., a 
division of Chevron, has give a 
no-till pasture planter to the 
Galien River Soil Conservation 
district, according to Roger 
Howell, conservationist for the 
Galien and St. Joseph River 
districts. 


The planter will be rented out 
to farmers who wish to plant 
alfalfa or clover on sites that are 
too hilly for normal cultivation, 
Howell said. 


The planter, seen as a soil 
conservation tool, will be rented 
for $5 an acre. It was presented 
to the district last week by Don 
H 
Fields, 
Southwestern 
Michigan sales representative 


for Ortho's pesticides. 


The ideal field would have 
been a sod pasture grazed or 
clipped 
last 
year, 
Howell 
explained. About 10 days M ore 
planting a systemic herbicide is 
sprayed on the field. Then, at 
planting or shortly afterward, a 
contact herbicide is laid on to 
kill all weeds and grasses. The 
grass roots continue to hold the 
soil in place, however, and the 
herbicide is applied only to keep 
down competition for soil nu­ 
trients, Howell explained. 


Fertilizer can be broadcast 
before planting, or the farmer 
can fertilize and plant at the 


same time. 


As with other no-till equip­ 
ment, tin* need for plowing,

eliminated.

Prepare For Next Year 


There are some measures 
that can be taken to salvage 
freeze-damaged vineyards, and 
protect them for next year. 
Southwestern Michigan Exten­ 
sion 
Horticulturist 
Mike 
Thomas said. 


It is necessary to provide good 
disease control, particularly for 
Dead Arm and Downy Mildew. 
We are starting over with grape 
development this year and will 
need to reapply Dead Arm 
sprays when shoots are two to 
four inches long, he said. 


Vineyards with any produc­ 
tion will have to be protected 
against infections of Black Rot 
and Grape Berry Moth so that 
problems arc not built up for 
future crops. 


In vineyards where no fer­ 
tilizer was applied this spring, 
Thomas 
recommends 
an 
application of 100 pounds of 
33-0-0 or an equivalent rate of a 
nitrate fertilizer as soon as pos­ 
sible. This will help get new 
shoot growth started. 


Close mowing of cover crops 
or trashy cultivation to reduce 
competition with the vines now 
would also be helpful. Con­ 
tinuation of weed spraying 
under the vines is 
highly 
recommended to help prevent 
disease buildups, improve air 
movement and eliminate over­ 
wintering cover for mice, steely 
beetle and cutworms. 


If Paraquat 
is the only 
chemical 
used, 
the 
first 
application should be put on 
before any sucker development, 
Thomas said. This will allow 
suckers to be used for vine 
replacement. Second applica­ 
tions, if needed, could 
be 
applied to eliminate unneeded 
suckers.

(AD - 
Thousands of acres of public 
land in northern Michigan could 
be sold for industrial develop­ 
ment under a bill which has won 
approval in a Senate committe.

Energy

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 
Anyone converting to wind or 
solar energy would get tax 
breaks 
under 
a 
three-bill 
package 
which 
won 
final 
legislative approval Thursday. 


The 
Senate 
voted 
unanimously for the legislation, 
and sent the bills to Gov. 
William Milliken for his signa­ 
ture. 


The bills would exempt solar 
or wind energy devices from a 
homeowners’ property tax as­ 
sessment, 
and 
exempt 
materials used in the construc­ 
tion of such devices from the 
state sales and use taxes. 


In other action, the Senate 
gave final approval to a bill 
revising state regulations on 
certified public accountants. 


On a vote of 31-0, the bill went 
to the governor. It spells out 
unlawful and unprofessional 
conduct for which the Michigan 
State Board of Accountancy can 
revoke, suspend or refuse to is­ 
sue a certificate or license. 


Included in the forbidden of­ 
fenses 
are 
dishonesty 
or 
negligence 
in 
accounting, 
violating a rule or professional 
conduct as spelled out by the 
board; conviction of a felony; 
conviction of a crime involving 
dishonesty, fraud or negligence; 
or conduct that is a discredit to 
the profession. 


The bill also requires con­ 
tinuing education for accoun­ 
tants 


The House, meanwhile, ad­ 
vanced toward a final vote 
legislation sharply restricting 
the retail sale of certain aerosol 
spray dev ices in Michigan 


The House defeated several 
attempts to kill the bill or delay 
its effective date as it moved it 
into position for a final vote next 
week.

This year’s 
property tax rate was 12.5 mills. 


The proposed budget es­ 
timates operating expenses and 
revenue at $948,275 for fiscal 
year 1976-77 


If approved by the commis­ 
sion, the new budget would drop 
$55,928 from the $1,004,203 the 
city manager has estimated w ill 
be spent for operating expenses 
by June 30. the end of the 
current (1975-76) fiscal year. 


In June of last year, the com­ 


mission originally approved a 
1975-76 operating budget of 
$880,224. 


Faulhaber said he has recom­ 
mended the one and one-half­ 
mill tax hike to cover loss of 
rev enue because of an estimated 
$14.3 million decrease in the 
city’s state equalized valuation 
(SEV ) and to offset higher 
opperating expenses brought on 
by inflation. 


In 1975. the city’s SEV was 
$50,791,168. The proposed bud­ 
get estimates the city’s 1976 
SEV at $36.445.767. 


Even with an increase in 
millage, local tax revenue is es- 
Umated to drop to $505.138. The 
12.5-mill levy raised $634.890 
this year, Faulhaber said The 
rev enue is determined by'mul­ 
tiplying the SEV by the tax rate. 


The decreased SEV is due to 
the elimination of personal 
property tax on business inven­ 
tories and its replacement with 
a state single business tax. 


Two Troopers Seek 
$440,000 In Crash 


Two troopers from the New Buffalo state police post have filed 
suit in Berrien Circuit court for injuries allegedly sustained when 
a car crashed into the police cruiser in which they were riding. 


The officers, Thomas W. Bla/ak and Jerry L. Sunday, each seek 
$220,000 stemming from the head-on crash March 16. 1975. on Red 
Arrow highway near Krueger road in New Buffalo township. 


Named defendants were Jody L. Piotrowiez. of Walkerton. Ind 
and Joseph and Linda Gallon), doing business as the Wayside Inn 
in Union Pier. Each officer asks $120,000 damages from Pio- 
trowicz and $100.000 each from the Galloros. 


The suit claims Piotrowiez was served intoxicants at the tavern 
while he was intoxicated and that he crossed the center line of Hod 
Arrow, striking the patrol car. which was driven by Sunday. 


Piotrowiez in April, 1975, was assessed $200 fine and costs in 
Berrien Fifth District court after pleading guilty to driving while 
intoxicated.

Plan Would 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Ivory Crockett was the iirst man to 
run UNI yards in nine seconds flat, hut if the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation has its way. Crockett and a host of 
others may fall into obscurity unless they run by the new rules. 


Plans are afoot to cleanse the world record books. 


It was learned Thursday that the IAAF Technical Committee 
has recommended that world track record* not timed b\ an 
electronic device and records for races measured in yards be 
eliminated from the books. And the proposal is likely to be 
approved at this year's Olympic Games. 


At the IAAF Congress to be held in Montreal at the Olympics, 
the membership probably will: 


—Wipe out all records for yards races, such as the lOOyard 


dash, the 880-yard run. 120-yard high hurdles, two-mile, and so 
forth; 


—Not accept any world record applications of races timed by 
a hand-held stop watch, and 


—Rewrite the current world records for all races under 4tMi 
meters to reflect the best electronically timed performance in 
each event. 


The IAAF’s latest bulletin mailed to members says the 
proposals won1 recommended by its technical committee last 
March in Copenhagen. 


The recommendations did. however, contain one sentimental 
exception — the mile run. Records for that 1.760-yard race will 
I*' honored, and new ones accepted. It is generally conceded 
that one of the great performances in track history came when 


Royer Bannister ran under four minutes in the mile, breaking 
a pschologieal barrier. Coincidentally, Thursday was the 22nd 
anniversary of that historic race. 


The IAAF’s plan to wipe out all existing hand-timed records 
in races UN) meters and Mow was first discussed at the IAAF 
Congress in 1972 at Munich However, it was opposed on two 
grounds — that electronic devices cost too much and that in 
some areas, especially in some of the emerging nations, elec­ 
tricity is not always available. The proposal was rejected four 
years ago. 


But since then there have l>een refinements of the devices, 
most manufacturers have dropped their prices and one firm 
makes an electronic timer and photo-finish camera which 
operates on either electrical current or rechargeable batteries. 


The numerous 99 times for 100 meters record«>d since 1968 
would all Ih> eliminated from the books and the official mark 
would In' the 9.95 set by Jimmy Hines in winning the 196K 
Olympic (James at Mexico City. 


Another hand-timed record to go would Im> the 13.0 mark in 
the 110-meter high hurdles, set by France’s Guy Drut in 1975. 
Hie fastest electronic mark on record is 13 24 by Rod Milburn. 
the 1972 Olympic gold medal winner, who set the mark in 1973 
while at Southern University.

Plans arc afoot to cleanse the world record books. 


It was learned Thursday that the IAAF Technical Committee 


has recommended that world track records not timed by an 
electronic device and records for races measured in yards be 
eliminated from the bonks. And the proposal is likely to be 
approved at this year's Olympic Games. 


At the IMF Congress to be held in Montreal at the Olympics, 


the membership probably will: 


—Wipe out all records for yards races, such as the lOOyard 


dash, the 880-yard run, 120-yard liish hurdles, two-mile, and so 
forth;

—Not accept any world record applications of races timed by 


a hand-held stop watch, nod 


—Rewrite the current world records for all races under 41X1 


meters lo reflect the best electronically timed performance in 
each event. 


The IMF's latest bulletin mailed to members says'the 


proposals were recommended by its technical committee last 
March in Copenhagen. 


The recommendations did, however, contain one sentimental 


exception — the mile run. Records for that l,7lffl-yard race will 
be honored, and new ones accepted. It is generally conceded 
that one of the great performances in track history came when 


Rosier Bannister ran under four minutes In the mile, breaking 
a pschologieal harrier..Coineldentally, Thursday was the 22nd 
anniversary of that historic race.

When the last great battle of 
the American Revolution was 
fought at Yorktown, the British 
troops 
surrendered 
by 
marching between two lines of 
soldiers. On one side were 
Americans, 
on 
the 
other 
French. 


The 
French 
role 
in 
the 
Revolution is also marked by 
names: The small Vermont 
town of Vergennes, Lafayette 
Park across from the White 
House, Lafayette, Ind.. and 
Rochambeau Bridge linking 
Washington and Arlington, Va. 
Nearly all residents of the area 
call the span the 14th Street 
Bridge. 


That inattention is unfair, not 
only to the commander of the 
8,00(1 French troops who fought 
in the Revolution, but to the 
contribution the French made 
Independence might not have 


been won without them. 


Dunng the first stages of the 
war. many Frenchmen came to 
America to fight with 
the 
rebels. 
George 
Washington 
found most of them useless, 
more interested in parties and 
uniforms than in drilling. 


But there were exceptions. A 
34-year-old 
engineer. 
the 
Chevalier Duportail, became 
one 
of 
Washington’s 
chief 
designers of fortifications. 


The Frenchman best remem­ 
bered and most honored is, of 
course, 
the 
Marquis 
de 
Lafayette, who arrived in 1777. 
He was 19, and he proved a 
brave and competent soldier. 
Washington soon made him a 
major general But Lafayette’s 
greatest contribution was poli- 
Ucal. not military. 


In 1779. when the Continental 
Army 
was 
shrinking 
and 
Americans 
were 
resisting 
enlistment, Lafayette returned 
to France and persuaded the 
king to send the Comte de 
Rochambeau and 6,000 soldiers 
to fight. It was Rochambeau and 
his 
men 
who 
stood 
with 
Washington at Yorktown.

in France for the American 
cause. France had lost its last 
war to Britain and the European 
balance of power had shifted 
greatly in favor of London. The 
American 
Revolution 
gave 
Louis XVI and his foreign 
minister, Comte de Vergennes, 
an 
opportunity 
to 
fish 
in 
troubled waters and to perhaps 
right the balance. 


Because of the weakent'd na­ 
ture of the French military, 
Paris decided to stay formally 
neutral while giving the rebels 
as much help as possible until 
the British had been sufficiently 
hurt. 


The decision that the time had 
come for a direct role was made 
when the Americans won at 


Saratoga. N.Y.. on Oct. 17,1777. 


The Joy that greeted the 
French 
involvement 
soon 
changed 
to despair. 
While 
French aid increased, major 
military’ help was slow in com­ 
ing. 


A French fleet commanded by 
the brave but stupid Admiral 
D’Estaing 
didn't 
reach 
Delaware until July 8. His ef­ 
forts were ineffective anyway, 
and he soon sailed for the West 
Indies. 


D’Estaing 
returned 
the 
following spring and again 
achieved nothing. In fact, in 
October 
1779, 
D’Estaing 
bungled a fight at Savannah. 
Ga., and returned in disgrace to 
France. 


There was no easing of the 
bitter American mood until the 


summer of 1780, when Rocham­ 
beau landed at Newport. R.I., 
with 6,000 troops. 


Then came a key develop­ 
ment. A new French fleet under 
the capable Admiral Comte de 
Grasse 
broke 
the 
British 
blockade in March 1781 and 
landed 3,000 more troops. 


On May 21. 1781, Washington 
and Rochambeau met in a small 
Connecticut town and decided 
the time was right for a decisive 
battle. Fooling the British, they 
bypassed the expected target of 
New York City and headed for 
Virginia and the large British 
army commanded 
by Gen. 
Charles Cornwallis. 


The investment opportunities 
in the new nation didn’t develop, 
and French businessmen soon 


found they couldn’t get their 
goods 
into 
the 
American 
market. By 1785. Britain had 
become 
the 
leading 
trade 
partner 
with 
her 
former 
colonies. 


But the greatest irony result­ 
ing from the French contribu­ 
tion was that it created a model 
democracy — a model that 
helped to destroy the French 
system in 1789. 


House Okays Extra Funds 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The House passed two measures 
appropriating extra money to the departments of mental health 
and corrections for the remainder of this fiscal year The House 
approved an extra $1.3 million for the Department of Corrections, 
and an extra $2.5 million supplemental for the Department of 
Mental Health. The mental health bill was about $500,000 less than 
the Senate version and must return to the Senate for concurrence. 
It passed the House 97-3 and would take effect immediately upon 
signing by the governor. The corrections bill, approved 100-0. re­ 
turns to the Senate for concurrence in minor amendments and 
would also become law immediately after signing by the governor.

Revolution is also marked oy 
names: The small Vermont 
town of Vergennes, Lafayette 
Park across from the White 
House, Lafayette, Ind., and 
Kpchambeau Bridge linking 
Washington and Arlington, Va. 
Nearly all residents of the area 
call the span the 14th Street 
Bridge. 


That inattention is unfair, not 


only to the commander of the 
8,600 French troops who fought 
in; the Revolution, but to the 
contribution the French made 
Independence might not have 


been won without them. 
. During the first stages of the 
war, many Frenchmen came to 
America to fight with 
the 


rebels. George Washington 
found most of them useless, 
more interested in parties and 
uniforms than in drilling. 


But there were exceptions. A 


34-year-old 
engineer,' 
the 


Chevalier Dupprtail, became 
one 
of Washington's chief 


designers of fortifications. 


The Frenchman best remem- 


bered and most honored is, of 
course, 
the 
Marquis 
de 


Lafayette, who arrived in 1777. 
He was 19, and he proved a 
brave and competent soldier. 
Washington soon made him a 
major general. But Lafayette's 
greatest contribution was poli- 
tical, not military. 


In 1779, when the Continental 


Army 
was 
shrinking 
and 


Americans 
were 
resisting 


enlistment, Lafayette returned- 
to France and persuaded the 
king to send the Comic dc 
Rochambeau and 6,000 soldiers 
to fight.

.Saratoga, N.Y., on Oct. 17,1777. 


The joy that greeted the 


French 
Involvement 
soon 


changed to despair. While 
French aid increased, major 
military help was slow in com- 
ing. 


A French fleet commanded by 


the brave but stupid Admiral 
D'Estaing 
didn't 
reach 


Delaware until July 8. His ef- 
forts were ineffective anyway, 
and he soon sailed for the West 
Indies. 


D'Estaing 
returned 
the 


following spring and again 
achieved nothing. In fact, in 
October 
1779, D'Estaing 


bungled a fight at Savannah, 
Gn., and returned In disgrace to 
France. 


There was no easing of the 


bitter American mood until the 


summer of 1780, when Rocham- 
beau landed at Newport, R.I., 
with 6,000 troops. 


Then came a key develop- 


ment. A new French fleet under 
the capable Admiral Comtc de 
Grasse 
broke 
the 
British 


blockade in March 1781 and 
landed 3,000 more troops. 


. -On May 21, 1781, Washington 
and Rochambeau met in a small 
Connecticut town and decided 
the time was right for a decisive 
battle. Fooling the British, they 
bypassed the expected target of 
New York City and headed for 
Virginia and the large British 
army commanded by Gen. 
Charles Cornwallis:

Q. I own some slock which 
was split. A day or two after 
the “ex-date" my stock was 
still selling for the pre-split 
price. My broker said that I 
could, therefore, 
“ have my 
cake and eat it too,” meaning 
that I could sell out at the 
pre-split price but would still 
be entitled to the split shares 
when 
they 
came 
along 
on 
delivery day. I asked what 
would happen to the buyers 
who later discovered they had 
paid pre-split prices but then 
did not receive the additional 
shares. He replied: "That’s the 
name of the gam e.” But after 
I sold my stock he called me 
and said "yon can’t do this and 
will have to give the additional 
shares back to the brokerage 
firm." They held my money 
until 1 did. Where do I go to 
complain? 


A. Save your breath 
You 
have 
nothing 
to 
com plain 
about. That broker was either a 
fool or a knave. And you were 
far, far too gullible. 


You seem to have accepted 
as gospel the erroneous belief 
that a company creates wealth 
by splitting its shares, thereby 
creating som e 
"c a k e ” 
that 
wasn't there before; and that if 
you play your cards right you 
can “ eat your cake and have it, 
too." 


That is utter nonsense. There 
was 
no 
additional 
wealth 
created by the split. There was 
no way you could get m ore 
than your m arket value for 
your shares. 


Ix't’s assum e you now onw 
100 shares of stock in a com ­ 
pany which has one m illion 
shares authorized. 
Your in­ 
vestm ent 
position 
is 
thus: 
100/ 1.000,000, or l / 10.000th of 
the capitalization. The pre-split 
stock sells at $50, giving the 
capitalizaton a total m arket 
value of $50,000,000. 


Comes the day of the split — 
the “ ex date’’ if you will — and 
the sam e company now has two 
million shares. The com pany’s 
m arket value obviously didn’t 
double 
overnight 
. 
. 
the 
business 
suddenly 
d id n ’t 
become worth twice as much 
as the day before. It is still the 
same company selling widgets 
or thingam ababs. So the (new) 
two m illion shares are still 
worth a total of $50,000,000 or 
$25 per share. And your p er­ 
sonal investm ent position is 
200/ 2.000,000, or 2/ 20,000th or 
reducing it further, l / 10,000th 
— exactly as it was before all 
this foolishness took place. 


Now 
you can 
argue "e x ­ 
d ates,” and "reco rd d ates’’ 
and "payable dates" or birth 
dates until you get blue in the 
face, but if you had a $5,000 
investment ($50 x 100 shares) 


no sensible reason why you 
should expect to pocket that 
$5.000 and also the additional 
100 (post-split) shares w orth 
$2.500 . . . all the while gypping 
the buyer of your shares out of 
$2.500. Wall Street has had its 
share of sharp practices, but it 
has never clipped anyone by 50 
per cent — legally. 


Your broker (to use the kin­ 
dest words) is either stupid or 
misled you into m aking a sale 
so that he could get the com ­ 
mission on a $5,000 sale. All 
that furor about the record 
Ixioks being wrong on the “ ex- 
date” is utter nonsense. 


Often the pre-split stock and 
the post-split stock (usually 
tagged w.i. — when issued) are 
traded side by side. 


But it all boils down to this 
— if you got the pre-split $50 
price you do not get the addi­ 
tional 
post-split 
shares, 
anymore than you can buy a 
dozen eggs, split the carton in 
two and expect a dozen eggs 111 
each half carton.

A Word Edgewise 


Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer's foray into the wilds of 
Africa highlighted one of the 
Kreat internal contradictions in 
American foreign policy: the 
legitimacy of American inter­ 
vention in the internal affairs of 
other nations. On one hand. 
Kissinyer has objected to the 
Jackson Amendment, which 
tied Most Favored Nation trade 
status for the Soviet Union to 
willingness on the part of the 
Politburo to permit emigration. 
(This is often construed as 
applying only to Jews: in fact, it 
was 
generic. 
covering 
Catholics. Baptists. Buddhists 
or. for that matter, aninusts.) 
His stated feeling was that it 
would foe indelicate for us to 
intrude on Soviet sovereignty. 


However, in Africa the Secre­ 
tary has virtually called lor the 
elimination *♦! what minority 
regimes and their replacement 
by black majority rule. I hold 
no brief for the Rhodesians or 
South Africans, but it seems 
unfair to single them out for the 
stigma. 


To put it differently. 1 could 
completely support Kissinger in 
a call for majority rule in all 
the African states — black, 
white settler or Aral) — but to 
sandbag Rhodesia without at 
least a side-shot at the Ugandan 
butcher Idi Amin is one-eyed 
inoralism. 


True. Kissinger did call for 
multi-racial democracy in a 
reformed Rhodesia and indicat­ 
ed that the Republic of South 
Africa was a special case (a 
“white tribe” as the Ixndon 
Economist puts it). But in 
realistic 
terms 
multiracial 
democracy in either nation is a 
clumera. However one wishes to 
assign the historial blame, you 
don't have to be Nick the Greek 
to figure that a black dicta­ 
torship would he the ultimate 
outcome. 


The interesting part of this 
exercise is that it has been 
cheered 
by American 
poli­ 
ticians who. in different con­ 
texts. keep excoriating our in­ 
tervention in the internal affairs 
of other states. Suppose Kis­ 
singer were to go to Puerto Rico 
and make a speech calling for 
the liberation of Cuba from 
Castro’s dictatorship — can you 
predict 
the 
response? 
The 


Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee would have a collective 
temper tantrum, and 1 could 
write Senator Edward Ken­ 
nedy's speech right now. 


Indeed, our schizophrenia 
was revealed in a recent report 
by a private Commission on 
I S.-Latin American Relations, 
chaired by Sol Linowitz, one­ 
time Ambassador to the O r­ 
ganization of American States. 
The report made a numl)er of 
useful 
suggestions 
to 
the 
President and Congress, hut on 
the issue of intervention came 
out on both sides. In Linowitz's 
words. 
(Saturday 
Review 
4/17/7fi> 
“ The 
revelations 
regarding CIA involvement in 
Chile make it imperative that 
the U.S. renounce clearly and 
forthrightly any unilateral in­ 
tervention — overt or covert — 
m the interal affairs of Latin 
American countries.” A direct 
flat statement. 


But then he went on to 
highlight our national obliga­ 
tion to protect fundamental 
human nuhts and came out 
clearly for U.S. intervention in 
the internal affairs of states 
practicing 
despotism: 
The 
United States should "cease 
providing aid and support to 
regimes that systematically 
violate human rights.” With 
this proposition I am in full 
agreement. But if it does not 
involve overt, unilateral inter­ 
vention in the internal affairs of 
other stall's. I am the Wizard of 
Oz 


If the issue is confused in 
Africa and Latin America, it i> 
mind-boggling in Europe Kis­ 
singer and his aide Hulmut 
Sonnenfeldt have suggested to 
the Eastern European Com­ 
munist nations that they forget 
the glories of nationalism and, 
in effect, apply for membership 
in the U S S R .! 


Simultaneously 
they 
have 
been firing threatening shots 
across the Italian how, promis­ 
ing undefined retribution if 
Communists are admitted to 
government. 


An 
“ organic” 
connection 
between 
Rumania 
and 
the 
L.S.S.K. is thus a Good Thing 
because it indicates trust and 
could lead to a modification of 
Moscow's 
paranoia. 
But 
a 
similar relationship between 
the Italian Christian Democrats 


and Communists, instead of 
symbolizing a potential relaxa­ 
tion in rigid hostility, is simply 
a Bag Thing. Try that on your 
logometer. 


Foster 
Care Bill 
Goes To 
Senate 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) - 
legislation giving local govern­ 
m en ts more muscle to regulate 
adult foster care facilities is 
headed for the Senate. 


The 
House 
passed 
the 
measure. %-5. Wednesday The 
bill also is designed to prevent 
concentrations of adult foster 
care facilities in one area 


Sponsor ol the measure. Rep. 
Dav id Hollister. D-Lansing. said 
that undercurrent law if a local 
government wants to get the 
license 
of 
such 
facilities 
revoked, the only recourse is to 
go to court and try to prove the 
facility's operators are guilty of 
misconduct. 


Under Hollister's bill, local 
governments could initiate ac­ 
tion with the Department of 
Social Services against ail adult 
foster care facility they felt had 
problems. They could then go 
through state administrative act 
proctHiures and then go to court 
as a last resort. 


They could challenge the 
facility for violations of the 
licensing act. local ordinances 
and local zoning. 


The bill is also designed to 
break up clusters of adult foster 
rare facilities in one area. It 
would prohibit issuing a license 
to a facility that would “ suhs- 
tantially contribute to an exces­ 
sive concentration 
of com­ 
munity 
residential 
facilities 
within a city, village, township 
or county.” 


Hollister's bill applies to 
facilities for seven persons or 
more. It is part of a five-bill 
(Kickage. Three of those bills 
make it easier for facilities like 
halfway houses and homes for 
the retarded to get licenses if
